Norfolk. Va.. April 19. — Xli«‘ program offered by 
file Jauientown Jockey Club this afteruoou was of 
•leeidtHlIy ordinary calibre. The card was maile up 
of a series of si-lliiig races, but a redeeming featur*' 
was that tlie fields were so well matcbeil that iu- 
lereslliig contests result«*d. The atteudauei* was 
swelliil by the arrivals of a niimlM-r of rai-egoers 
fnaii Charleston and speculation during the aftermsin 
W'as esceiNliiigl.v brisk. Favorites won four races. 
Cliutvh Bell b«-ing the only outsider to finish fir.->t 
during the aftenuKiu.

'I'raiuer AllsTt Simons gathered another race with 
one of them toilay. Church Bell was the one that 
earriisl tin' Whitney colors. She won in a hard 
fought finish, after a drive* from the bead of the 
stretch. This raci* was reall.v the bt'st contest of 
the da.v, four of the seven starters fighting It out 
through the last furlong, ami as they Nasln-d past 
tin* Judges’ short bi-ads separati>il all four. Hespite 
the fact that tThurch B**ll has ln*eii toutiHl by the 
dockers as being a fair filly, the layers gave her 
chances oiil.v scant consideration and she went to the 
|Mist one of the outsiders. Dogwood, one of the 
youngsters that Thomas Fortune R.ran sent here iu 
charge of Janies Fitzsimmons, showed a flash of 
s|Kssl in leading to tlie turn for home. In the final 
drive tnith Latent and Cordie F. closed with great 
lourage and were going fastest of the first four at 
the finish.

— Trainers at the local 
tracks an* not allowing au.v sort of weather eondi- 
tioiis to interfere with the preparation of the Dariiy 
caiidiilates and otlier cracks in training here. Of 
course, when the change iu temiierature is so marked 
as it was yesterilay ami the da.v liefore and the 
tracks arc slow. m» sensational time i-an la* recorded. 
Still, the iKirses are sent along and the lack of 
spriiiliiig exercise is made up by steadier work over 
longer distaii«-es. The more mature stars are gal- 
Io|ied miles at a two-minute cli|i and the .voiingsters 
aiv scut shorter mutes at the same gait. Save for a 
slight tucking up due to the sudilen i-old wave, all 
the liorses bs>k in iierfect training condition. Such 
iM-rformera as Tlie Manager, Guaranola. Fr<*e Lance. 
Round tlie Worbl and Bourlsm B<*au have been 
"oing along just as if it was June weather. 

'' 'I^e Manager looks to lie in siip«>rb condition. He 
collies out of every work seemingly improved and 
after a long, swift gallop is seemingly no more

JOHN JACOB ASIOR’S TRAGIC DEATH A lOSS TO THE AMERICAN TURF 



CHARLESTON MEETING ENDS 



New York. .April 18. — From the standpoint of 
racing, one of the rcgrcttalde things connected with 
the terrible Titanic disaster is that when John 
Jacob Astor went down, there was lost to the turf 
a staunch friend, om* who was cxins-ted to take 
an active part at least in amateur racing, ami later 
on. when the s|K»rt comes in again to its own. as 
it must iK'forc lung, he was ex|iected to become a 
leading breialcr and owner of race horses, as his 
father was before him. AVhat this would have 
iiieaiit to the racing interests yim can sum up for 
yourself. But it is a sure thing that if he had lived, 
Mr. Astor would have gone much farther than 
the late William .Astor in his iiursuit of tlie turf 
and thereby would have doue mueb public service, 
liecausi* he would have liegiin by extensive pur- 
chases of the iK'st English slock, ami anyone who 
chooses to ih'vote a little thought to the matter 
knows that the importatkiii of even one stalliiHi may 
iiH'an the enriehmeiit of a country to the extent of 
untold millions, .as witness th«‘ cases of Diomed. Iho 
first Derby winner; .Messi'iiger. the foiiiitaln-hcad 
of all that is great in trotting; Gleni-oc. which 
the Kligllsh tried in vain to re-imrchasc after he 
had begun to prove how great a sire he was; Leam- 
ington, from which have ihn-ended In alwut forty 
.years hundreds of great horses; Eclipse, mit the 
first of that name, hut the ancestor of Domino and 
all that have come from that famous stalliou, and 
many others. 

Any man who Is interesteii In the fortbcomliig 
Kentucky Derby must have read iu various articles 
in {'onnectioii with that famous stake (now the 
oldest in .America that has lie«*u run continuously) 
the brief references to its early wiiiiicrs. and have 
seen that iu the second year of its existence It was 
won liy A’agraiit. a hay or muddy iiniwii gelding 
purchased liy William Astor and the siihseqiieiit 
winner in that m.w historic race then run (1S761, 
for its second year. The first winner had bei-n the- 
ti*d horse. Aristides, son of la^auiington. uameil hy 
his owner, Henry Price .McGrath, after .Aristides 
Welch, the owner of Ix.‘amiiigton, anil the fortunate 
IKissessor of the famous stud farm in I’eiiiisylvauia. 
Chestnut Hill, at which was foaU*d Iroiiuois, the 
only American luirsc that has yet wou the Epsom 
Derby, and 1‘arole. the famous gchliug which iu 
1879 ariMiscd the English racing pnhiic to the fact 
that giKid horses were la-ing bred in America. 

So well pleascil was Sir. .Astor with Vagrant’s 
successes that after Mr. Swigert’s Baden Badou 
won the Kentucky IX'rb.v of 1877. Colonel Bruoe, 
acting for .Mr. .Astor, purchased the son of Aus- 
tralian for $ 12 ..‘i 00 , at that lime a high figure, and 
the colt WHS brought ou to race in the two great 
events of that is'riod. the 'Travers and- Kenner 
Stakes. The first of thesi‘ he won. but In the sec- 
ond. by an iiiifortiiiiute effort of the starter. D. J. 
Civnse. Baden Baden was nearly left at the mist, 
and iu trying to overcome the great gap of daylight 
wliicli iuterveniil. the horse broke down. He went 
to the stml at Mr. Astor’s place on the Hudson, 
known as Ferncliffe, and a few .vears later, with 
the n-st of the stud, was sold at auiNiou. Among 
the horses sold was a oolt called Fenieliffe. hy 
Leamington, purchased hy A. H. Cridge, a well- 
known bookmaker of that period, whose jiartner 
was big “Mike” ilurray. W. R. Bahc*ock was the 
traiuer for Cridge & Co., and in his hands Ferii- 
cliffe won the Witln-rs Mtakes at Jerome Park, 
with George T..oriilard's Greii.nia s«*eond. "Tlie latter 
finished nearest to tlie judges, and the verdict was 
disputed hy the puhlic. Judge .A. C. Moiisoii, one 
of the founders of the American JtK-key Club, and 
I). D. Withers, were two of tlie judges at that 
time. Both were men of ox|K*rieiice, as they were 
eoustaiitl.v on duty. I.ater on Ferncliffe was bitten 
b.v a snake, and I saw him with one hind leg 
frigbtfull.v swtillcii from its effifts. Jacob I’iiicus 
traineil for Mr. .Astor when lie was racing. 

Joliu Jacoli Astor was at that tiiiK* a lad of six- 
Ics-n. hut liked outdoor life and sports. There is 
no question, judging from tin* personal attention 
that he gave affairs of the National Sleeiilechase 
and Hunt .Asscs-iatiou and the Turf aud Fii-ld Cliih, 
hut that be would liave lieeii iminiineut as an 
owner iu due time. It Is recallc'd that Waldorf 
•Astor, son of his cousin. William Waldorf .Astor. 
has been racing on a iiMslest scale in England for 
si!veral years. It is a fact also that a few years 
ago, when Jam<-s B. Haggiu sold off the Rancho ilel 
Paso Stuil ill order to settle a partiiership. (hat 
Waldorf Astor sent an agent to the sale and se<-ured 
a mare whosi* individuality did not iuipre.ss on- 
lookers, hut whose- |M‘digree was sutH-rh. This 
was a mare called Irony or Ironic, and I have often 
wonderisl sin<-e If her |(iirehas«T was re|iaid for his 
enterprise. The iiieiilent reminded me of the <*x- 
IM-nse which the late W. C. Whitney incurr.-il 
when he sent to (California twelve years ago the 
late John Hanning to hii.v from Edward (Corrigan 
the mare Dais.v F.. so that sIh* eoiild he niateil 
in due time with llaiiihiirg. Mr. Wliitiiey desii-ed 
partieiilarly the hl<M>d which Daisy F. representt-d. 
and this caused liini also to lease Riley from .Mr. 
Corrigan. .Mated with Hamhiirg. Hurly Burly, hy 
Riley, pnsliieed in ISiirgoniasler a first-class rai-i? 
horse, anil Ih- in turn begot In Flanders, now in 
England, a eolt whieh Englisli turf writers speak 
highly of, and wiiieh may la- dniigermis in any com- 
pany this w-asoii, when as a three-year-old he will 
have his slrengih. .loyiier told im- iu Jaiiiiar>' 
last tliat Flanders was a gisid hsiklng colt, anil 
with the begiiiiiiiig of III.- niore prctenlions meet- 
ings I am hoping to hear of the c4>lCs success iu 
Some valilalile raees. 

Aside from the loss of Mr. Astor to the turf, 
otiH-r well known rae|nK and hiiuting men are at 
this writing sii|i|se-ei| lo Is- lost. TIk-.v are Gisirge 
D. Wldeiier. cii-iiieiii Moon- and James Clineh 
Sniitli. All were freiiiienti-rs of the various hnnt 
iiie«-tiig.s. it was at L.vnidirfsik, near Philadelphia, 
tin- r«-side;iee of Mr. WIdener. that Ihe remarkabl.v 
Kuceissfiil hunt meeting tisik Jilats* in Si'ptembe'r 
last, at whieh some .'..isst imtsvmis were guests of 
the owner of the plaei-. So suecessfiil was that 
nu'eting that I had some ho|H-s that Is-foro H. P. 
Whitney si-iit lo England this year another hateh 
of two-yci.l -olds, we might Ih- iiivitisl to a private 
iiis|tection of them, at which trials of s|iep<l might 
be a feature for the pleasure of Mr. Whitney's 
guests. Something of the same nature as General 
Sanford and his son John were lii the liahit of doing 
at Hurricaiia about a month l«-fore the Saratoga 
seasons liegau. ami at which all the Ix-st horses 



at the place were raced against each other. 

Thus far no one has siiggi*sted such a thing to 
Mr. Whitney, hut I feel certain that so siiortsman- 
like a man would quickly accept the siiggestiim but 
for the fear which he might have that he was 
seeking notoriety. If he could only be got to lixik 
at it from this point of view, to wit. that when 
tiiese two-year-olds go to England', iu all proliuliility 
tliey will never again tie si't'ii iu America, even 
if racing is resumed in .New A'ork. for the rea.sou 
that the inferior ones will lie weeiled out and sold 
for W'bat they will fetcli. as has lieeii the eas«* 
with Mr. Whitney's horses for tlie |»ast thri-e years 
ill England, and tlie la-tter ones ma.v be relegated 
to an Eiiglisli or Frem-h stud farm, and may never 
return to their native land. Now, it is almost cer- 
tain that iu this lot soon to 1h> sbipixxi abroad, 
there are (lotential stake winners, perhaps the 
winner of a IVrby, St. I.egpr or an Oaks, ami if 
that should prove true, those of us still loyal to the 
liorse. would like to carr.v in our miml's eyes the 
imliviiliialities of those destined iierhaps to turf 
immortality. At Red Bank there is a lialf-mile 
track ami a stand, and Mr. Whitney could limit his 
invitations to alHiut .'KK) if he saw fit to accept the 
suggestion, wliieli is liereliy made with ail due 
respect, and with no iiitcntioii to become busy with 
another man's pro|H-rt.v. 

W. K. Vanderbilt liegins the racing scasou iu 
France with a great mlsfortiiuc in the fact that his 
eiv.ck colt. Montrose IL, has iK-eii o|ierat«sl on for 
some olistruction in tin- throat, and tracbeatomy 
lias lieeii resorteil lo. This was fouml advisalile 
after his second defeat (this was ou April 4) when 
iHitli his owner and trainer felt sure tliat something 
WHS wrong with him after he quit suddenly. TTiis 
was tile race wou liy Shannon. 1 liave seen horses 
witli tlie silver tubes iu their necks, but never 
knew oue to be aide to run far. The.v have b«‘cn 
Hide to sprint, however. Tlie financial loss to Mr. 
A’aiiUerliilt, liy the practical dis<|ualificatioii of this 
iHilt from all preteiiskMis to classic honors, cauiiot 
lie easily estimated. It was claimed not long ago 
liy French turf writers that it was iMissiltle for 
Montrose II. to win all thi’ee of the most famous 
classics for which lie was ciitenHl — tlie French 
Dcrliy, tlic Epsom Dcrliy and the Grand Prlx. These 
three stales alone will lie worth $140,tNNi to the 
winners. Then there is a long list of other races 
wliicli, as the best two-year-old of last year, the 
colt was natiirall.v dceimsi to have a stout claim on. 
None of tbese can he b«* now relieil uimiu to win. 
Howi‘ver, tliis do**s not lessen tlie conviction that 
Sliannoii. liis i-onquiTor. is a vastly improved colt, 
for though he Is-at the afliictod Montros<* II. by a 
leugtb in Ihelr meeting. lK»th tliese colts lK*at the 
tlrini Jiorae half a doz«-n lengths. To show bow 
Shaiimm has imiiroveil. I may say that I luivc iu 
front of me a liainlicap made liy a French expert 
at the close of last year's racing. Iu this list he 
puts Montrose II. ou top with l.'k't ]K>iiuds, while 
fourteenth on this list is Shaiiisni with 115 pounds, 
or eighteen pounds lielow Moiitrosi* II. In their 
race on .April 4, Moutros«> II. and Shannon met ou 
even terms, on the other Imiiil. improveiiieiit is 
IMissible with others in Mr. Vanderliilt's stable. Hl.s 
filly. Sightly, for instance, has come out in fine 
form aud has wou in such style as to caiisi* tlie 
turf writers to say that .-ihe will win stakes not 
only for fillies, but is dangerous iu races for colts 
as well. Yet, in the liaiidicap basenl ou last 
year's ruiiiiiiig. Sightly is iu at IDS iiouiids. or 
twenty-five |H>uuds Im‘1o\v Montrose II. William 
)iike is training fifty-two horses this year for Mr. 
Vaink*rliilt, of wlilch many arc out ot well-known 
.American mares which dropia-d tlieir foals in France, 
ami otiicrs are descendants directly or iu the second 
remove from that liaud of twenty-five mares pur- 
chased li.v Air. Vanderliilt from the late Pierre 
IsH-illard iu 1895.- O'Neill is doing the riding of 
tliex? liorses. 

Tliere are encountered now and then iu sporting 
circles men so far above the mercenary that they 
arouse sincere admiration. Siicli surely are Geu. 
Steplieii Sanford and bis sou John. At Hurricana 
Stud they own a collection of choice stallions and 
mares, and have bred many giwHl racers. They 
s|H-nt moiH.v like water in the Uusli times of the 
turf. iiii|Mirtiug costly stallious, paying uiiprcce- 
ilenteil priws for mares like lai Tosca and A'lola. 
and ill otlier ways testifying to their deep intcr**st 
ill tlR* turf. For more than twenty years they have 
iM-en hreisllng and racing their own horses, hut 
General Sanford could not Im* made to let his horses 
leave his farm each year until Saratoga racing Ih*- 
gan. Then their freiiueiit successes set the vast 
grandstand ablaze with eiitlinsiasm. and daily the 
veteran s|M>rtsiiian held levees iu his box at the 
course. 'The monetary end was the last thing lie 
tlioiiglit of, for frequently at the close of the Sara- 
toga si-asoii he would order the horse-s back to the 
farm, there to reuuiiu for another year. Occasionally 
of late this rule was liroken and New Yorkers hail 
(lie pleasure of seeing tlie inirple aud gold on 
nietro|MiUtaii tracks. When Mohawk 11. was a two- 
.vcar-old (iu 1905). he was regarded as the most 
likely colt to win the Futurity, but he went lame 
sliortl.v la-forc the race, while the Saratoga season 
was still on. and the hopes of this fine old owner 
were lilasted. Redferii had Ix'eu engaged to ride 
Mohawk II., and wlien his ease was bcqieless. tlie 
then famous rider was snap|M-d up li.v Tom Weleli 
to ride Ormoudale for Mr. AlHedoiioiigb. You ail 
know tile result — liow Orniondale won and helpeil 
to shed renewed lustre on his famous sire, OriiHHiile. 
R«‘dfern had better fortune in this race than he had 
tlie year liefore. when his mmint, S.vscmby. was 
drawn on tlie extreme outside of the liig field that 
startiil. and how Mr. Keene dei'lared this lielpeil to 
lieat tlie great eolt. Foxliall Keene told me reei-ntly. 
Ii.v the way. tliat tliere is much criticism of the 
English turfman, Mr. Miisker. who has uamiHl a 
Melton e<dt Sysoiiliy'. Both the original SysiHili.v 
and the present one were hy Melton and Mr. .Miis- 
ker's taste has bis-n questioneil under the cireuni- 
stances. The present Sysonby is far inferior to the 
American colt. 

General Sanford recently sent me a list of his 
horses in training for 1912. In his letter, the fear 
is pxpri*s.sed that as there may Im* no racing at 
Saratoga this year, these horst's will not he raeisl 
at all. This would Im- a great pity. No doiilit they 
will Im- sold, as were General Sanford's last year. 
In the pri-sent seareit.v of liorses. they should lie 
in demand.

GENERAL KANAGER PONS DECH.ARES THAT 
MEETING WAS ENTIRELY SGCCESSFTTL. 

Management Gratified with Results Achieved and 
Anticipate Greater Success in Fnture Seasons — 
Business Men Say Sport Benefited City. 



Charleston. S. C., April 19. — The Palmetto Park 
ineetiug termiuateil tiHlay with a siirprisingi.v large 
atteudaiice ou hand to witness tlie windup. In iKjiiit 
of nuuilx'rs, the gathering by far exee«Hl»*d that of 
Derby day. and eunie near to approaching the high 
mark for the season. Alost of the ieuding' Imsiness 
men, politicians aud city otticials were on Iniiid and 
helped iu making the iM.-casion a memorulile one. 
There were no outstanding iiicidents connected witli 
the racing. c.\eei»t that several intendwl “go>Hl 
things.” reserveil for final coups, wore ImiwIciI over. 
Activity in the ring was again markiHl, with the 
la.vers having much the best of the sfieculative argu- 
ment. 

Comnieuting on the meeting. Gen<*ral Manager 
Pons said: "Our nii-eting just closed came up to 

our expectations in many res|M*cts and we are grati- 
fl<*d with the results. AA'e were liadly baiidieap|M>d 
at the outset by tin* severe weather that iirevailed. 
whieh caused a iiostpoiieiiieiit of the o|M*uing and 
forceil man.r of the racing folk to return to more 
congenial elinies. I.ater we were confronted witli 
the possibility of adverse- legislation and tliis also 
canseil many to kin-p away for a time. During tlic 
middle ixirtioii of onr nu-eting we overcame a Iiig 
deficit and even the eoneluding (M-rkNl was profitable.
